Hundreds of 
new primary 
places created 


HUNDREDS of new primary school 
places are being created to cope with 
the rise in young children expected 
to start school in the next few years. 

The number of births in the borough 
went up by more than 42 per cent between 
2001 and 2011 - higher than the rest of 
London. A numbers check in January 
this year showed that there were 550 
more children in reception classes than in 
January 2009. 

As a result, the royal borough’s cabinet 
agreed to create almost 1,500 new places 
at four primary schools: Windrush in 
Thamesmead, De Lucy in Abbey Wood, 
Alderwood in Eltham, and James Woolfe 
in Greenwich. 

Windrush is set to quadruple in size - 
providing 840 places for pupils, instead 
of the current 210. It’s making use of an 
old school building in Woolwich Road, 
Charlton, which will help meet the 
growing need for primary school places in 
the Charlton area. 

Meanwhile, places at De Lucy will go up 
to 630 from 420, Alderwood will increase 
to 420 from 210, and James Wolfe will 
grow from 420 to 840. The royal borough is 
now working on plans to develop all three 
schools, in consultation with parents. 
Government grants will fund the new 
school places. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: “We are proud of our track record 
for providing a first-class education for 
children from the time they start school 
on day one. We are getting our primary 
school expansion plans moving now so 
that we will be ready for the time when 
more children in the borough will need a 
school place.”

various steps to combat the 
problems you describe. Since 
the introduction of dog control 
orders in 2009, the council has 
given 67 fines to people who 
have breached them. 

Wardens can issue these 
penalties and any information 
we receive from residents 
can help us to target patrols. 
Residential streets are cleaned 
once a week and the message to 
dog owners is "bag it and bin it". 
Residents can dispose of 
bagged dog waste in any 
general litter bin or with your 
rubbish that goes in the black 
top bin. There are signs around 
the borough and we also stencil 
messages on the pavement to 
remind dog owners to pick up 
after their pet.

Royal borough 
honour for 
Your Honour 

HIS Honour Judge Nicholas Hilliard QC was 
formally appointed by the royal borough 
as the Honorary Recorder for Greenwich, 
in a ceremony that took place at Woolwich 
Crown Court last Monday (March 25) in the 
presence of the Mayor of Royal Greenwich, 
Cllr David Grant, and the council's chief 
executive, Mary Ney. 

Boroughs and cities have the power to 
appoint the senior judge at the court 
which serves it to the position of 'honorary 
recorder'. The aim it to preserve the ancient 
links between cities and the judiciary which 
existed before the old assizes system was 
abolished. 

Judge Hilliard was already Resident Judge 
at Woolwich Crown Court, which is based at 
Belmarsh Prison inThamesmead. 

The appointment means Judge Hilliard can 
wear red robes in court and be addressed as 
"My Lord", rather than "Your Honour". 

The Honorary Recorder is an honorary 
position that links the judiciary with local 
government and the wider community. 

One of the roles of the Honorary Recorder 
is to attend the inauguration of the Mayor 
and to be invited to other meetings and 
civic functions as appropriate. This could 
include civic receptions and freedom of the 
borough ceremonies. 

The Queen appointed Judge Hilliard QC to 
be a Senior Circuit Judge, Resident Judge at 
Woolwich Crown Court, on the advice of the 
then Lord Chancellor, Kenneth Clarke MP.

"It's been lovely to recall the memory of last 
summer's Olympics and involve the children 
in such a great recycling project. They've loved 
sorting all the bottle tops and arranging them 
into different colour bundles. We hope the 
display will bring more people to the centre."

CHARLTON Athletic Community 
Trust was commissioned last 
September to take over disability 
youth services in the borough. 

And the service is being expanded, 
with more weekend courses organised 
for disabled young people between the 
ages of 10 and 24. 

There were taster events at 
Hawksmoor youth centre on Saturdays 
last month to give youngsters the 
chance to try the sessions. 

Barry Simmons, CACT’s head of 
disability and mental heath told GT: 
“We have been really pleased with 
the uptake. We had 14 young disabled 
people come to the Hawksmoor 
morning on March 16, which is great, 
because traditionally these things 
start slowly. 

“We timed it with a Comic Relief fun 
day at the youth centre so it was ideal. 
There were sports and kick boxing as 
well as arts and creative activities.” 

There are also plans for a Saturday 
club for blind and partially sighted 
young people, though Barry admits it 
is a more specialised group. 

“We are hoping to set up more courses 
for young people with complex needs, 
but they are more specialised,” he said. 


The Hawksmoor sessions - which are 
for young people with general and lower 
level disabilities - are being held weekly 
from the end of April, and the specialist 
sessions are planned to be twice a month. 

Barry added: “What we’re trying to do is 
expand the number of activities available 
for young people between the ages of 10 
and 24, and go into new areas. 

“There will be all sorts of activities at 
the clubs - from leisure and sport to arts, 
theatre, music and culture.”

His wife, Elizabeth, also 
works at the museum, and it's where they 
met. They have two sons - Tom, 25, who 
is planning to become a barrister, 
and Joe, 22, whose passion is 
American football, and who is in 
the current GB squad. 

Pieter added: "I'm just getting 
into my new role - one of my first 
official events was to welcome the 
Duchess of Cornwall when she 
recently visited West Greenwich 
library and the Fan Museum. I'm 
looking forward to many new 
experiences and meeting new 
people in coming years."

One is part of the children's centre for youngsters 
and their families, the other is within the school for 
pupils in reception class. 

The forest school has been at Invicta for four years 
and was unused space beforehand. It is self- 
sustained by the pupils and a forest school leader. 
The reception class, made up of four and five year 
olds, spend an hour and a half a week where they

HANDS ON WITH NATURE: Invicta youngsters 


M IDDLE Park Primary in 
Eltham has just opened its 
second ‘forest school’ and 
this time it’s just a short walk away 
in the grounds of the vicarage at St 
Saviour’s Church. 

The Rev Wendy Saunders - known as 
the pink vicar because of her distinctive 
hair - is a Middle Park community 
governor, and offered the school a large 
chunk of her garden. She said: “It’s a 
win-win for me. It’s a big garden, and its 
upkeep together with the church and 
the vicarage is getting harder. So it is 
to our mutual benefit, because I get a 
smaller garden, and Middle Park gets a 
new site for a forest school.” 

Pupils make the five-minute walk twice 
a week with their qualified forest school 
leader to check out what’s happening in 
their new outdoor garden school. 

Much of the scrub has been cleared by 
church helpers as well as professionals 
paid for by a charity grant. 

It means children have logs to look 
under and can watch birds and insects. 

A shed has been provided where they 
can store garden tools, and there is an 
area where they can grow plants and 
listen to stories. 

Official forest school sessions must be 
led by qualified leaders and Middle Park 
has two trained forest school leaders 
with another about to qualify. 

Forest school leader Sandra 
Drummond said: “Being outdoors 
in a safe environment is vital , 
for the children. They learn to 
take risks and can use their own , 
initiative on what to use for 
materials. It’s good for their self- 
confidence and communication , 
skills.” 

Year 1 pupil, Elise, six, said: 

“I want to see where animals 
make their homes.” Frankie, also 
six, said: “I like playing games 
with the logs.” And five-year-old 
Shemariah said: “We are learning 
about what’s safe to play with, so we 
don’t touch any dangerous stuff.” ^ 

Daniel, six, said he was digging for 
treasure, but found a worm instead. 
“It’s disgusting,” he said. “I want to 
wash him a bit, and make him clean.” 

Middle Park’s new forest school was 
opened in a ribbon-cutting ceremony 
by the Mayor of Royal Greenwich, Cllr 
David Grant, in February. * 

Parent governor Pam Tully said: A 
“It’s wonderful seeing the children 
collect up snails’ shells, and that’s 
a lot healthier than sitting and / 
looking at a computer screen.” 

Fellow parent governor Juliet , 
Bourne added: “The children 
are making up their own games, 
such as digging holes for foxes. 

It’s widening their horizons, 
and they’ve got no fear about getting 
dirty.” i

Sue Spinks is in charge of the 
forest school in the children's centre. 
The area was previously a fruit garden. 
She said: "We have a drop in session for 
families to come and get involved in forest lessons. It 
helps the very youngest children in the borough to 
engage with the environment and take ownership of 
their learning as it's less structured and more hands 
on. Our youngest visitor is just six months old!" 


C HILDREN from Thorntree Primary School 
on Thorntree Road enjoy doing their bit 
for the environment as part of the forest 
school scheme. 

Five-year-old Mabel said: "I learnt to do new 
things, looking for bugs and looking for 
plants. I made a cake out of mud and lots of 
things on the ground." 

Leon, also five said: "I love finding lots of 
woodlice and watching things move, I like 
climbing and hiding." 

Four-old-old Joe added: "I like looking for 
plants, little ones and big ones with my 
friend Frankie." 

During the classes children are allowed to 
wander freely at their own pace in a large 
space. Their individual learning styles 
are accommodated for and their natural 
curiosity is allowed to expand through the 
space. 

Headteacher Richenda Fenwick said: 

"We've found since starting the forest 
school, children have developed their 
independence skills and self-esteem 
through small achievable tasks. It's 
wonderful to see 
children returning from 
the sessions covered in 
mud and smiles on their 
faces. 

"The pupils have started 
to take more care and 
interest in the natural 
environment and have 
the opportunity to 
explore outdoors and 
become caretakers of the 
environment, use their 
imagination and think 
more creatively." 

he royal borough will 
shortly be publishing a 
booklet that outlines the 
impact of forest schools 
on children locally. 

The A4 booklet 'Forest 
School In Action', explains 
the benefits of forest 
schools and is designed 
for use by schools, 
playgroups, childminders 
and people working with 
young children 
Cllr Jackie Smith, the 
royal borough's cabinet 
member for children's 
services, said: "We have 
encouraged forest schools 
because of the positive 
impact the experiences 
have on children's 
self-confidence, 
personal relationships 
and learning across 
all areas of the 
curriculum. 

'Children love spending 
time outdoors and the sense of 
freedom they experience is a vital 
part of growing up. Forest schools 
provide a safe but challenging 
environment in which children can 
explore their understanding of 
outdoor spaces and learn respect 
for their environment and living 
things."

A PLAY about love and 
k I H a loss in the Second World 
kl f War has been brought 
closer to home with the 
inclusion of memories 
from people in Greenwich. 

Back in February, playwright and 
actor Natalie Penn appealed through 
Scene for WW2 evacuees to help her 
make the performance even more 
vivid by recounting their experiences. 

She had a flood of correspondence 
from people all keen to tell their 
stories. 

“I had letters from many different 
areas,” said Natalie, from Shooters 
Hill. “I eventually chose to include a 
letter from a lady called Pat who was 
evacuated to Kent. Her recollections 
sounded quite Dickensian - about 
going to a farm and being frightened 
of the lady there. She wanted to 
come home, she missed her mum and 
threatened to run away she was so 
unhappy.” 

The self-written play, Lie Back and 
Think of America, is about the Smith 
family from Bethnal Green. Older 
sister Sarah works in a munitions 
factory and falls in love with a black 
soldier from the visiting American 
army, but fears that her father - and 
the army - will not approve. 

“It was inspired by a documentary 
I saw - ‘Choc’late Soldiers from the 
USA,” the actor said. “The army was 
very harsh on black soldiers who

had relationships with English 
women in the war.” 

Sarah’s eight-year-old sister 
Lucy is evacuated to Wales 
and dreams of home - which is 
where the real-life letter from 
Blackheath’s Pat comes in. It will 
be read out as a moving cry to her 
mother. 

“Hearing about the experience 
really helped me with the 
performance, especially with the 
relationships between adults 
and children at the time,” said 
Natalie. “Kids didn’t have much 
of a voice, the little girl got hit 
because she speaks out about not 
wanting to be evacuated.” 

The period drama is on at 


Shrewsbury House Community 
Centre on April 15 and 16, 
and then Mycenae House on 
April 26 (with a sign-language 
interpreter), before Natalie takes 
the period drama on a tour of the 
UK. 

The Greenwich appeal was so 
successful that Natalie is making 
sure all of the dates of the tour 
reflect the areas she is visiting. 

“I appealed to the newspapers 
in all the different areas I am 
travelling to with the play. I got 
a good response from Somerset, 
and in Warwickshire there is 
an archive of letters I have been 
invited to look at. 

“I got such a good response 


that I am writing the follow-up 
play now, called ‘Evacuees of 
Llanelli’, which will be a bigger 
production.” 

Natalie has struggled with 
her own demons, battling a 
debilitating period of manic 
depression to finish the play. 

“I’m hoping the tour will help 
me get my confidence back,” she 
said. “It is a form of catharsis.”

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Cold comfort for 
no hot water 

Plumstead burger bar owners fined £14,000 


RESTAURANT owners found 
themselves in hot water with 
the law because their premises 
had no hot water. 

Food business operators Sevgi 
Sasmaz and Cansev Sasmaz 
were fined £14,140 by Bexley 
Magistrates on March 26 when 
they were found guilty of serious 
food hygiene offences. 

The couple run the Star Express, 
on Plumstead High Street, which 
was inspected by royal borough 
environmental health officers in 
November 2011. 

Officers found that the gas boiler 
was broken, and there was no 
running hot water to the wash 
hand basin or the kitchen sink 
which meant adequate hand 
washing and cleaning was not 
possible. 

A second visit found no action 
had been taken and environmental 
health officers served food hygiene 
improvement notices requiring 
hot water supplies to the kitchen 
sink and wash hand basin. 

The notices expired and there 
were further visits between 
February and April last year. The 
premises had a very limited supply 
of hot water available from a tea 
urn but this was only permitted as 
a short term emergency response

However, the council decided to 
prosecute the couple because of 
their persistent failure to comply 
with food safety requirements and 
the legal notices. Both defendants 
failed to appear at Bexley 
Magistrates Court on a number 
of occasions, and were eventually 
arrested by Plumstead police. 

The pair entered not guilty 
pleas and again failed to appear 
at last month’s hearing but 
the court heard the case in 
their absence fining them a 
total of £14,140 including costs. 
Councillor Maureen O’Mara, 
the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, said: “The royal 
borough works hard to provide 
advice to food business owners 
and support them to ensure they 
operate safely and within the law. 

“The vast majority achieve 
this, but Sevgi Sasmaz and 
Cansev Sasmaz ignored advice 
and warnings given on several 
occasions, failed to comply with 
basic food safety rules and did 
not appear to take court processes 
seriously. This resulted in them 
receiving a large financial 
penalty.”

Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
